Now if the Proteſtant Religion aim'd at in the

blies, under the Name of Riots, and Rebelljons, 
without any Exceptions whatſoever. Now if all 
Leagnes and Aſſociations whatſoever, of Publique In- 
. tendment, and without Authority, be no other then 
Unlawful Confederacies; Such a Conjunction in the 
matter of Religion, were a great Folly added to 
the Iniquity. For Religion is a Spiritual Notion, out 
of the Reach of /iolence, and neither to be Invaded, 
nor to be kept out by force. .
